Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, asked the 
committee to make a study of 
the 1955 act to determine 
whether its aims were being 
realized. He requested a report 
from the committee. 


Prompted by News Stories. 

Hennings and Symington said 
their inquiries were prompted 
by news stories in the Post- 
Dispatch earlier this week. The 
articles reported that Senate 
Bill 1004, pending before the 
Interior Committee, would open 
up millions of acres public 
lands to mining exploration and 
promotion by speculators. 

The 1955 law opened to min- 
ing 7,200,000 acres of public 
land, most of which had been 
withdrawn more than 45 years 
ago, during the Theodore Roose- 
velt Administration, and _ re- 
served for possible future use 
as power sites, the Post-Dispatch 
reported.

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TRUMAN SAYS 
OUP. BUNGLED 
AT HOME, ABROAD 


HARRISBURG; Pa., June 20 
(UP)—Former President Harry 
S. Truman charged last night 
the Eisenhower Administration 
had bungled foreign policy and 
“balled up” the nation’s domes- 
tic finances. 

Truman spoke at a $100-a- 
plate dinner sponsored by the 
Democratic State Committee to 
open the party’s fund raising 
drive for the 1958 campaign in 
Pennsylvania, 

The former president said the 
over-all goal for world peace 
appears to be “slipping back- 
ward” and. blamed “lack of 


leadership in the State Depart- 
ment and the White House.” 

“Our allies have come to the 
conclusion that they cannot 
trust our foreign policy, and 
our foes have decided that most 
of the time our leaders are 
bluffing and they need not fear 
them,” he said. “Our govern- 
ment has lost both confidence 
and respect.” 

Urges Country Hold Firm. 

He said Democratic congres- 
sional leaders should be en- 
couraged to “hold the country 
firmly to the great effort we 
have been making for peace and 
to correct the blunders and 
vaccilations that come from the 
executive branch.” 

Truman said that while the 
United States must continue to 
support the United Nations, the 
U.N. should “not be used as an 
excuse for failing to have a 
foreign policy of our own.” He 
said “the idea of dumping all 
of the knotty near east problems 
in the lap of the United Nations 
without proposing any solutions 
is a shameful abdication of our 
international responsibilities.” 

He called for expansion of 
foreign economic aid and of 
programs to strengthen the 
power of free nations to resist 
aggression. 

Attacks Domestic Record. 

On the domestic front, Tru- 
man accused the Eisenhower 
Administration of mishandling 
the public debt, attempting to 
“bust the farmer” for special 
interests, of putting the little 
business man out of business 
and making the “bloated in- 
dustrialist more greedy.” 


By the 
Truman said it is “unfortun- 
ate” that the balance 


of 
power is still essential to 
peace. 

“If the free nations become 
weaker than the Commirnist 
nations, all hope will be gone. 

“If, on the other hand, our 
defense expenditures and those 
of our friends demonstrate our 
unflinching determination to 
meet any armed attack with 
overwhelming force, such an 
armed attack may never come. 
Now is certainly the time we 
need such a policy, and we need 
it badly. 

“We now seem to be slipping 
backward as the forces of 
Communism advance in the 
Middle East and Far East and 
the alliance of free nations is 
beset by differences and 
doubts.”

Supporters Call Rulings Victory for Con- 
stitutional Guarantees of Liberties— 
Some Editors Say Communists Will 


Benefit Most. 


OLLOWING are excerpts from editorials in leading news- 
F papers commenting on the Supreme Court decisions Monday 
in important civil liberties cases. Editorial reaction generally 
viewed the decisions as a victory for individual freedoms but 
several newspapers contended the rulings on the Smith Act and 
the Watkins and Service cases represented a great gain for the 


Communists. 

New York Times—. .. The 
Supreme Court was handing 
déwn decisions of prime im- 
portance in the broad field of 
“civil liberties,” in the area 
where the individual in the 
exercise of his political judg- 
ments has come into conflict 
with the authority of the state. 

. Time and time again, and 
especially in recent years, the 
Supreme Court has shown itself 
to be far the most courageous 
of our three branches of Gov- 
ernment in standing up for 
these basic principles. 


In two major instances... 
the court ruled in favor of free- 
dom of thought and belief by 
overturning lower court judg- 
ments where it would have 
been easier to ride along with 
the natural and popular senti- 
ment against anyone who had 
participated in any way in Com- 
munist or pro-Communist ac- 
tivity. 

In freeing five of the four- 
teen Californians ... and or- 
dering a new trial for the other 
nine, Justice John M. Harlan— 
certainly no “radical”—drew 
the fundamental distinction be- 
tween “advocacy directed at 
promoting unlawful action”: . . 
(and) mere “teaching of forcible 
overthrow as an abstract prin- 
ciple” ... 

In some ways @ven more Sig- 
nificant was the decision in the 
Watkins case, ... This has be- 
come a leading case in the ef- 
fort to limit the scope of con- 
gressional questioning to valid 
legislative purposes, as distinct 
frem mere attempts to expose 
witnesses to ridicule or disgrace 
“for exposure’s. sake.” 

In striking at the broad pow- 
ers assumed by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, 
Chief Justice Warren reminded 
Congress again that its power 
to investigate is “broad but not 
unlimited,” that Congress is not 
“a law enforcement or trial 
agency” and that “investigations 
conducted solely for the per- 
sonal aggrandizement of the in- 
vestigators or to punish those 
investigated are indefensible.” 

The shameful tactics of a 
number of congressional com- 
mittees in the past clearly eome 
within ‘the scope of the Chief 
Justice’s comments. With this 
admirahle opinion on the rec- 
ord, supported by six of the 
seven participating justices, it 
will be considerably more diffi- 
cult for aspiring demagogues to 
pursue such tactics in the fu- 
ture. 

The chief justice's ... opinion 
as a whole stands as another 
monument to the return of rea- 
son on the matter of civil rights 
and liberties in the United 
States. 

Milwaukee Journal—This na- 
fion has been losing little by 
little in recent years that me- 
ticulous and zealous concern for 
the rights of every individual 
which alone can keep a people 
free. Liberty dies a little for 
all with each nibble at the 
rights of even a few, whoever 
they are. 

Now the challenges to that 
trend are flooding into the 
United States Supreme Court

In the case of the 14 Cali- 
fornia Communists, the court 
has made it clear to government 
prosecutors that the Smith Act 
must be just as strictly con- 
strued, just as clear and cer- 
tain, just as rigid in its require- 
ments of proof, as any other 
criminal law. 

This does not overturn the 
act itself; it was validated pre- 
viously, and the distinction 
here is in the sufficiency of the 
Government's case. If the deci- 
sion makes it harder to use the 
act, it is a lesson to the country 
on the pitfalls of trying to make 
crimes of thoughts and words. 

Essence of the decision is that 
it does fot suffice to show that 
somebody believed, and taught 
others to believe, that an illegal 
act—violent overthrow of the 
Government—is ultimately in- 
evitable; there must be _ incite- 
ment to do something about it. 
Conviction for conspiracy, as 
charged here, requires proof of 
an overt act to further the aims 
of the conspirators. These are 
principles, established and right, 
and even the involvement of 
Communism does not suspend 
them. ..

In 1951 when Kansas City suf- 
fered its great flood disaster, your 
paper carried headlines warning that 
the greatest flood in history was 
raging down on St. Louis from Kan- 
sas City. 

These headlines were correct. But 
St. Louis was fortunate. Three fac- 
tors saved us: One, many dikes and 
levees gave way along the Missouri 
river; two, the Mississippi upstream 
of us was not high at the same time; 
and three, there was no local rain- 
fall at the time of the crest. 

Had these factors not been favor- 
able, it is quite likely that St. Louis 
would have experienced a disaster 
at least. as ghastly as the one in 
Kansas City which is reported to 
have caused damage estimated at a 
billion dollars. 

If the Mississippi had not been 
low due to the long drouth when the 
storm struck last Friday with its 
8 to 9 inches of rain, it is almost 
certain that a flood disaster similar 
to the one predicted in 1951 would 
have been our fate today. 

The dry cycle is ended, we are 
told by the weather experts, and a 
wet cycle has . The rivers 
will be high again and who can tell 

when storms such as last Friday's 
will come again? It behooves us 
here in St. Louis to urge all pos- 
sible speed in the completion of flood 
tection—a crash program per- 


aps. 

Since 1943, when the stage of the 
river broke a 99-year record, we have 
seen the record broken in 1944, 
again in 1947 and again in 1951. It 
was threatened in 1952. 

In those record-breaking years the 
damage to the people of St. Louis 
was estimated at $30,000,000, but 
this staggering amount is insignif- 
icant compared to what will happen 
in the big one. Let us hope that 
completion of the protection comes 
— rather than after the big one

Why were their names not on the list of spon- 
sors which accompanied Senator Morse’s bill 
to the Senate this year? The constituents of 
Senator Dirksen may also ask themselves why 
his name is missing and why he voted against 
the bill last year. If all those named were on 
the present bill the list of sponsors would stand 
at the impressive total of 30. 

Last July the Eisenhower Administration 
made one of its rare all-out fights about a piece 
of legislation. It turned its resources full against 
the Hell’s Canyon bill. An administrative assist- 
ant at the White House barraged Senators with 
telephone calls and made personal calls on mem- 
bers who seemed to be wavering. 

Particular pressure was put on members from 
the West who, being up for re-election, were 
especially eager to keep in presidential favor. 
They were reminded of support they had re- 
ceived from the White House on legislation they 
had wanted, now their support was sought on 
legislation the Administration wanted. Secre- 
tary of the Interior Seaton constituted himself 
the spokesman for the Administration's hostility 
toward the bill. 

There is considerable evidence that it was 
the effort from the White House—foot-slogging, 
button-holing, horse-trading effort, wearisome but 
effective—that made the difference. 

If the hard core of Senators who have put’ 
their names to this important piece of legisla- 
tion will work as hard—or harder—for the hand- 
ful of votes that holds the balance in the vote 
ahead, a great many Americans will be the win- 
ners for a very long future indeed. 
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Good for Gov. Faubus 

When Orval E. Faubus was elected Governor 
of Arkansas, there were those who said that he 
would be his own man. He has just proved it by 
a veto of the Gregory bill that passed the Legis- 
lature at Little Rock overwhelmingly. 

This bad bill, which would have made it a fel- 
ony for any to receive state pay without first 
signing a loyalty oath, carried in the Arkansas 
Senate 32 to 0. Then it went through the House 
81 to 6. A wholly unreasonable provision penal- 
ized any state employe who paid a salary to a 
person who had not signed a loyalty oath. 

Gov. Faubus wrote out a straightforward veto 
message in which he said that an object of the 
law in the United States is “to guard against too 
severe punishment of well intentioned individ- 
uals who may err because of human frailty so 
common to us all.” And so he killed the meas- 
ure as “harmful to the innocent” as well as 
“unnecessary.” Gov. Faubus is right about hu- 
man frailty being common to us all. We only 
wish his common sense were more common! 
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Just as John Peel Snared the Fox 

So agitated was the British press over the 
slipperiness of William (Foxy) Fowler, one of 
the few persons ever to escape from bleak 
Dartmoor Prison, that we commented on June 4 
here was a case worthy of the abilities of the 
great Sherlock Holmes. Now Foxy Fowler has 
been. apprehended in a manner embarrassing 
both to him and to Scotland Yard, all constables 
and even to Interpol, the international police 
organization. 

After his escape on May 14, while serving 
five years for burglary, he slipped through 
several police cordons, eluded tracker dogs, 
helicopters and planes, escaped the riders and 
hounds of a fox hunt that took up his trail, and 
got away from British War Department security 
officers at an atomic research base whose only 
concern was whether he might be a spy. 

But at the hamlet of Flimby in Cumberland 
county his luck ran out. At midnight he broke 
into Long and Small, a combined shop and 
filling station. A restless farmer looked out his 
window, saw a light flash in the filling station 
and spread the word by phone that something 
must be amiss. So Foxy, when he emerged with 
his loot, was seized by nine farmers. He is now 
back in the 150-year-old prison from which only 
two persons have ever made good their escape. 

So the farmers of Flimby have nabbed the 
escaped convict and burglar who was too elusive 
for the uniformed police. The incomparable 
Holmes undoubtedly would take off his deer- 
stalker hat in tribute to the stout yeomanry 
of this county where John Peel and his pals 
used to track down many a fox 200 years ago. 
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Tell the Basic Facts 

The tug-o’-war between the Executive Branch 
and Congress over confidential data has been go- 
ing on for a long time.

These votes are strong enough to warrant a 
Republican claim to most of the credit if the 
civil rights bill finally is enacted into law. The 
Democrats can point to the fact that they also 
produced a slight majority for the bill—1i18 Yes 


to 107 No on final passage—and that their only 


more strongly than the Democrats did, even 
though they may have been serving their own 
political interests at the same time. 

And justice is the only way to describe a bill 
which tries to set up workable legal machinery 
for the enforcement of such elementary civil 
rights as the right to vote. The measure should 
have been passed long ago—as long ago, indeed, 
as the Southern states first successfully defied 
the post-Civil War amendments which were de- 
signed to extend the Constitution's rights to 
liberated slaves. 

But the Senate is still to be surmounted. With 
the power of filibuster embedded in its rules, the 
Senate presents a much more intimidating ob- 
stacle. To keep intact their right to appeal for 
Negro votes in 1958 and 1960, the Republicans 
in the upper house must work much harder. 
Fortunately the political ambitions of both Vice 
President Nixon and G.O.P. Floor Leader Know- 
land impel them in that direction. 

It is not cynical to view the civil rights bill 
thus in political terms. Political decisions are 
registered in terms of votes, and this is a politi- 
cal decision. We are confident that if the coun- 
try could hold a referendum it would over- 
whelmingly assert that all citizens in every 
section of the nation are entitled to the unfet- 
tered right to vote, and that this right should 
be enforceable in the federal courts through civil 
injunctions as well as criminal prosecutions. 
That is the decision which Congress should find 
a way to register. 
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A Pledge to Keep 


The Eisenhower Administration is doing exact- 
ly right in moving to overeome the United 
States District Court injunction against deliv- 
ery of Army Specialist Third Class Girard to 
the Japanese authorities for trial. This country 
is party to an agreement with Japan for the 
handling of just such charges as the one that 
Girard needlessly killed a Japanese woman by 
firing at her as she picked up a piece of scrap. 
Until that agreement is ended it should be ad- 
hered to—as we would expect Japan to adhere 
to it. The good will mission of Japanese Prime 
Minister Kishi to Washington will be more than 
canceled if the United States welshes on its 
written pledge. 
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Battle of a By-Pass 

One of the rules of highway building is to 
expect a protest any time a new road is built 
around a town instead of through it. But the 
city of Boonville, Mo., is protesting a re-rout- 
ing of Highway 40 on a somewhat different basis. 

Any motorist who has driven down 40 and 
through Boonville’s Main street knows, far in 
advance, that tourist business is important to 
Boonville. One banker there estimates that the 
town of 6686 residents takes in $2,400,000 a year 
from tourists. But the merchants are not de- 
manding that traffic still be routed down local 
Main street, which is sometimes too clogged 
even to accommodate local shoppers. Their argu- 
ment concerns where the by-pass should go. 

The gtate wants to route Highway 40 about 
four miles south of the center of Boonville. 
The city wants the by-pass built about a mile 
closer in, or seven tenths of a mile from the 
city’s southern limits. Boonville argues that it 
could still retain some tourist business if the 
highway at least remained within sight of town. 
The State Highway Department replies that the 
nearer route would cost $300,000 more and cause 
delays. The commission itself is reported split. 

Such cases involve an intricate balance of 
state and local considerations, and the commis- 
sion will have to decide whether the weight of 
the greatest good lies 1.6 or .7 miles from Boon- 
ville. But the merchants of that town will have 
to make a strong case. Highway 40 is an inter- 
state route, built largely with federal funds to 
serve the nation and the state, and not just to 
serve Boonville. National and state considera- 
tions, not local, must be decisive in the end. 
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Music Under the Stars 

The Little Symphony concerts which will be 
resumed for the 1957 season Friday evening 
have become an established and a charming 
feature of summer life in St. Louis. The gra- 
cious setting for the concerts in Washington 
University quadrangle undoubtedly contributes 
to the pleasure of the audience. But the music 
continues to be the main attraction as it was 
in the beginning. 

The Little Symphony directors have been re- 
markably successful in providing programs that 
are both light and superior. Indeed, if they 
had a mission, it was to prove that lightness of 
mood and texture were in no way conducive 
to triviality. This purpose was signalized by 
making Mozart's delightful “Eine Kleine Nacht- 
musik” the motto piece for the organization. 

Aside from the pleasure and profit these con- 
certs bring directly to their audiences they have 
served also as outlets for many young St. Louis 
artists with professional aspirations. So for 
these and other reasons we welcome again the

Germany’s Prince Von Bismarck once 
noted that “there is a special providence 
for drunkards, fools, and the United 
States.” Our national luck held once 
again as President Eisenhower returned 
serene and smiling to his desk. 


But our unearned good fortune ex- 
tends further than to the quick recovery 
of a popular Chief Executive. We are 
saved once more, 
for the moment, 
from the folly of 
Congress in its un- 
willingness to pro 
vide for a clear 
method of succes- 
sion if the Presi- 
dent should become 
disabled in office. 

Fate has been 
trying to warn a 
heedless America. 
Mr. Eisenhower has 
had two major ill- 
nesses and several 
minor ones since 
he took office. The 
latest incident demonstrated how a 
slice of blueberry pie unwisely eaten 
could send the stock market tumbling 
to a billion dollar loss in a matter of 
minutes. 


The presidency, whether we like it 
or not, has become the nerve center of 
not only the American Government but 
of the free world’s operations. A 
shadow of doubt falling on the man in 
that office could cripple America’s 
leadership. Yet doubt would fall thick 
about the head of a Vice President who 
had to assume office under circum- 
stances that could easily. arise. 

The great leaders who wrote our Con- 
stitution failed to spell out how or when 
a Vice President should take over in 
case a President should become men-

. tally or physically disabled. The error 


has grown wider through the years. 
The ceaseless strain of the presidency 
makes the odds on a break-down higher 
with each man who holds the office. 
If death comes quickly, the succession 
is clear. But what of a lingering iliness, 
such as President Wilson suffered? 


What of a stroke, for instance, which 
could impair a President’s power to 
perceive his own duty to withdraw from 
office? The shadowy terms of the Con- 
stitution leave it up to the Vice Presi- 
dent in such circumstances as to when 
and how he should seize the reins of 
government. 

That is a very bad provision. It could 
become a tragic one, capable of dividing 
the country and paralyzing American 
action. 

Yet both parties in Congress evade 
the issue. Democratic Representative 
Celler of New York held it “inappro- 
priate” for the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee even to discuss the topic in 
1956, because it was an election year. 
Yet in the off-year of 1957, the subject 
still seems to offend his sensibilities. 

House Speaker Sam Rayburn, usually 
a sound and thoughtful Democratic 
leader, was downright silly in his com- 
ment on the issue: “We've got along 
for 168 years, and I don’t think many 
bad things have happened.” 

The Republicans have been equally 
resistant to action, even though the 
President has personally asked for it. 
His proposal, to be sure, was not a very 
good one. He would have placed the 
decision in the hands of a majority of 
the Cabinet, a body made up entirely 
of men appointed by the President. 
Senator Fulbright suggests leaving the 
decision to the Supreme Court. 

It would seem sounder to us to give 
it to a small group of elected officials 
who are not themselves in the line of 
succession. 

But if everybody continues to quibble 
over details, there will be no action. 
Surely it is the duty of Congress to 
find a reasonable plan and place it be- 
fore the voters as a_ constitutional 
amendment, if necessary. 

The “bad things” mentioned by Mr. 
Rayburn could happen any day, under 
any Administration. And their badness 
would be magnified to giant proportions 
if ill fate should strike at a moment of 
international crisis such as we can all 
too easily imagine. 

We can’t bank on the luck of drunk- 
ards and fools forever.

NINE MISILE 
NHANDS OF US. 
COMBAT UNIS 


WASHINGTON, June 20 (UP) 
~The armed forces have put 
nine different guided missiles 
in the hands of combat units 
and are working to develop at 
' least 18 more. The robot weap- 
ons now ready for action are 
of comparatively short range. 

The highest priority now is 
on efforts to beat Russia in the 
race to perfect missiles in both 
the 3000- to 5500-mile intercom- 
tinental and the 1500-mile in- 
termediate range. 

In this, the services are en- 
gaged in intensive competition 
among themselves. Trevor 
Gardner, former Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Air Force for Re- 
search and Development, has 
charged that the United States 
campaign to be first with the 
long-range missiles “is thwart- 
ed by (inter-service) rivalry.” 

Defense Department officials 
concede that inter-service com- 
petition causes duplication of 
effort. But they say some dupli- 
cation is needed to make sure 
the United States gets the best 
missiles possible. 

Furthermore, they point out, 
each service has its own special 
problems to consider in devel- 
oping missiles. The Navy, for 
example, needs a compact mis- 
sile for storage in small places, 
a launching apparatus that is 
not affected by the roll and 
pitch of a ship, and a weapon 
that resists the corrosive effect 
of salt spray. 

Missiles Now With Units. 

Here are the missiles now in 
the hands of combat units: 

Army Nike-Ajax — Anti-air- 
craft guided missile guarding at 
least 13 major cities and four 
air bases in the United States. 
Range is about 25 miles, It can 
reach planes at 50,000-feet alti- 
tude. It can be “commanded” 


from the ground. 

Army — Bombard- 
ment weapon for battlefield use. 
Can strike targets 50 to 100 
miles distant. Can carry @ nu- 
clear warhead. A jam-proof mis- 
sile, supersonic like the Nike, 
the Corporal cannot be balked 
once it is launched. It has been 
assigned to troops in Europe. 

Air Force Matador—A 600- to 
700-mile-an-hour surface-to-sur- 
face winged missile that flies 
about 650 miles. It, too, can 
deliver an atomic punch. Units 
are in Europe. The Matador 
is now being replaced with a 
version having greater range 
and an improved guidance sys- 
tem which resists electronic 
jamming. 

Air Force Faloon—A small 
guided missile weighing about 


100 pounds used against oppos- 
ing aircraft. Interceptors can 
carry a number of these rockets 
under their wings. They are 
electronically fired and guided 
to the target. 

Navy Regulus—A naval ver- 
sion of the Matador which ean 
be carried by either surface 
vessels or submarines. 

Navy Terrier—A needle nosed 
supersonic miSsile launched 
from surface vessels to knock 
down attacking aircraft. It rides 
a radar beam to the target and 
is accurate to about 20 miles. 

Navy Sparrow—An air-to-air 
missile carried by aircraft to 
launch against enemy aircraft. 
Deadly at five miles. Reaches 
speed close to 2000 miles an 
hour. 

Navy Sidewinder — Air-to-air 
missile that can destroy enemy 
bombers anywhere from sea 
level to 50,000 feet. Inexpensive 
and relatively simple, it has 
few moving parts and no more 
electronic components than an 
ordinary radio. It “homes in” 
on the infra-red rays emitted 
from the exhaust of a jet air- 
craft or missile and destroys 
its target by slamming right 
up the tail pipe. 

Navy Petrel—A guided mis- 
sile launched by patrol planes 
against enemy vessels. The 
Petrel can be fired from well 
outside a ship's anti-aircraft de- 
fense, thus saving the pilot 
from hazards of anti-aircraft 
fire. 

Redstone Missile. 

The Army’s Redstone missile 
is not yet in combat units but 
may be soon. The missile, cap- 
able of carrying either nuclear 
or non-atomic warheads, is be- 
lieved to have been fired about 
200 miles. 

Successors to these missiles 
and many new types are com- 
ing along fast. 

The Nike-Hercules is one. It 
has much greater range and 
can go higher than the Nike- 
Ajax. It will carry an atomic 
warhead and will be used in 
continental air defense. 

The Army recently announced 
development of the Hawk mis- 
sile which fills a blind spot in 
the Nike defense systems. The 
Hawk is capable of tracking 
down enemy aircraft flying at 
low levels, something the Nike 
failed to do because of inter- 
ference with its radar guiding 
equipment. 

Also in the anti-aircraft cate- 
gory are the Navy's Talos, Tar- 
tar, and Air Force Bomare, a 
pilotless interceptor that will 
fly 200 miles and cut loose a 
barrage of smaller missiles.

porarily, the free world, in- 
cluding the  freedom-ioving 
countries in Asia, would even- 
tually work together to smash 
such treacherous political tac- 
tics once they understood 
China’s bitter experience. This 
could mark the beginning of the 
end for Soviet expansion and 
aggression. 


We can see that at the pres- 
ent stage the Russian Commu- 
nists face several serious weak- 
nesses. 


First, in the near future, at 
least in the next three to five 
years, the Russian Communists 
have not the capacity to fight 
any world war because they 
have not completed military 
preparations for decisive battle. 
That is why they played up the 
appeal to “stop all wars,” and 
dissolved the Cominform. The 
attempt is clearly to lead the 
Western nations to believe that 
the Russians have abandoned 
aggression, and to make the 
countries in Asia and Africa 
fall for neutralism. 

Secondly, they cannot pacify 
the Russian people’s hatred of 
Stalin’s tyranny, a hatred which 
has been accumulating over a 
period of more than 20 years. 
In the event of a war the So- 
viet government would be seri- 
ously threatened with internal 
revolts and it is altogether pos- 
sible that the entire regime 
might collapse. 

More Revolts Likely. 


Thirdly, Soviet Russia can no 
longer keep her satellites under 
such effective control as in 
Stalin’s time. There: will be 
more revolts against Soviet re- 
pression and tyranny in the 
satellites from time to time. 
In East Germany, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Bul- 
garia and in areas controlled 
by the Chinese Communists, 


numerous fissures have been 
revealed. 
If in these circumstances 


Khrushchev should start a war 
outside the Iron Curtain, he 
would run the danger of not 
only the satellites but the peo- 
ple in Soviet Russia rising up 
to oppose Communism.

The treaty of 1909 was forced 
on Canada by the United States 
Administration. 

By 1903 the boundaries be- 
tween Canada and the United 
States had been settled, some 
of them by Theodore Roose- 
velt’s “big stick.” Roosevelt 
even demanded and got a strip 
of what is now the Alaskan pan- 
handle, extending south along 
the Canadian coast, sealing off 
the Yukon from British Co- 
lumbia. 

Because of United States tac- 
tics, Premier Sir Wilfrid Laurier | 
asked for a treaty by which fu- | 
ture disputes could be decided 
by international law, especially 
the river flow between Canada 
and the United States. He pro- 
posed applying the common law | 
of England that no man living 
beside a river may damage the | 
flow to the detriment of those | 
downstream. 

But the United States was | 
then interested in the Rio 
Grande flowing from the Unit- 
ed States into Mexico. It wanted 
to be able to divert water from 
the Rio Grande before it 
reached Mexico. Therefore, Jud- 
son Harmon, Attorney General 
under Taft, contended thatthe 
United States had the right to 
divert the flow of the Rio 
Grande and every other inter- 
national river.

Point of Order Raised. 

Senator Richard Russell 
(Dem.), Georgia, leader of the 
Southern opponents of the bill, 
Promptly raised “a point of 
order” that the rule cited by 
Knowland had been’ “super- 
ceded and annulled” by the 
Congressional Reorganization 
Act of 1946 

Russell contends that under 
this act all House-passed bills 
must be referred to committee 
for consideration before they 
can be brought up for action in 
the Senate. 

He started to outline his 
views without any indication of 
whether Vice President Richard 
M, Nixon, the Senate's presid- 
ing officer, would rule on the 


issue Or leave it to the decision 
of the Senate. 

Any ruling made by Nixon is | 
certain to be appealed and sub- | 
mitted to a vote of the Senate. | 

Should Nixon not rule, the 
issue may be determined by a 
vote on the point of order | 
raised by Russell. 

At the insistence of Senator 
Olin D. Johnston (Dem.), South 
Carolina, a Senate clerk read 
the bill word by word instead 
of just reading its title, as is 
customary on second reading.

WHEN THERMOMETER CLIMBS 


Don't let a balmy breeze waft- 
ing through your open window 
invite you out-of-doors from the 
dinner table before. you've 
taken care of the food left from 
the meal. 


It’s just such a balmy breeze, 
warmed by a hot sun perhaps, 
that causes disastrous effects 
on foods left standing at room 
temperatures. 

Meat, for example, left from 
a meal should be cooled, cov- 
ered, and promptly refrigerat- 
ed. To conserve space, the 
bones may be removed from the 
meat before it is stored. 

The same rule applies when 
meats Os rome for future 
oe. ts should 

quickly tell inevertd. 
ind covered, and stored in the 
refrigerator. 

Cooling may be hastened by 
setting the pan of meat in cold 
water.

TALL, frosty giass of iced

More than 270 aircraft—in- 
cluding 30 of the huge inter- 
continental B-52 H-bombers— 
have been assigned to the fly- 
over. 

Military attaches of all the 
diplomatic missions in Wash- 
ington, including the Russian 
attache, have been invited. Ob- 
viously, he will be able to re- 
port to his government the de- 
tails of this display of Ameri- 
can airpower. 

Along with the B-52s ordered 
into the demonstration are 
flights of three different types 
of Supersonic fighter planes— | 
48 F-100s, 24 F-102s and some | 
F-101s. 

Joining them will be 100 of 
the Strategic Air Command's 
B-47 medium jet bombers; 30 
B-57 light jet bombers of the 
Tactical Air Command, 24 F-86 
jet fighters, piston tanker 
planes and the newer jet-pow- 
ered tanker planes for refuel- 
ing bombers and fighters in| 
flight. 

On the ground, the Air Force 
is assembling samples of its 
guided missile weapons, includ- 
ing the intercontinental range 
pilotless bomber called the 
Snark. Five types of missiles 
will be brought to Andrews | 
AFB aboard trucks for ground | 
display. 

The Air Force emphasized 
that while the huge fly-over is 
intended primarily as a salute 
to Twining (the first air officer 
to head the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff) it will provide a valuable 
setup for a vast training opera- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP) 
—The House Appropriations 
Committee told the “on Office 
Department today curtail 
some of its mail and 
live within its reduced funds 
to avoid repetition of “the fiscal 
debacle of the spring of 1957.” 

It cut $16,500,000 from the 
department’s request for an ex- 
tra $149,500,000 to supplement 
a previous appropriation of $3,- 
192,000,000, for the fiscal year 
starting July 1, the total for the 


post office next year, if the $16,- | Vil, 


500,000 cut is upheld, would be 
$3,325,000,000. 


Indications were the House 
would go along with the com- 
mittee’s recommendations when 
it considers the new money bill 
next week. 


Postmaster General Arthur 
E. Summerfield told the com- 
mittee some service curtail- 
ments would be put into effect 
if the entire request were not 
granted. The committee said 
some of the curtailments seem 
to be “very desirable” and 
should have been ordered. be- 
fore now. 

Suggested Actions. 


It said it could see “no sub- 
stantial reason why second-class 
publications and _  third-~-class 
bulk mailings should not be re- 
quired to be zoned in the face 
of a stated savings to the Govy- 
ernment of $5,000,000.” 


Under the postal zoning sys- 
tem, rates increase as the de- 
livery distance increases. 

The committee said it saw 
no reason why star route serv- 
ice should not be reduced to 
once daily where practicable at 
an estimated saving of $700,000. 

On star routes, mail is trans- 
ported by contractors between 
some post offices and rail ter- 
minals, or between larger post 
offices and small post offices. 


Other savings, the committee 
said, could be made by suspend- 
ing money order sales in some 
offices and by cutting down on 
some Saturday services. 

The committee said the de- 
partment should re-examine city 
delivery service in the light of 
the trend to a five-day work 
week and “effect such reduc- 
tions in Saturday service as are 
in keeping with the pattern of 
business, industry and suburbia 
generally.” 

Some committee members 
have said previously that there 
is no reason for numerous 
business-mail deliveries on 
Saturdays when most business 
houses are closed. 

Salary Suggestions. 

Serious consideration should 
be given, the committee said, 
to eliminating cost-of-living 
differential paid postal em- 
ployes in territories and poses- 
sions, with the possible excep- 
tion of Alaska. 

The committee’s cut included 
$11,500,000 for operations, $3,- 
000,000 for transportation and 
$2,000,000 for facilities. 


Within the amounts ap- 
proved, the committee said, the 
department can be operated 
“adequately and effectively.” 

Some committee members 
contended at the time that the 
Post Office Department spent 
its money too rapidly and did 
not budget it properly to spread 
over the entire fiscal year.

IOWA BLACKSMITH 
SHOP DEDICATED

WEST BRANCH, Ia., June 20 
(UP)—A blacksmith shop was 
dedicated here today to stand 
as part of lowa’s tribute to 
Herbert Hoover, a native son 
who became the country’s 
thirty-first president. 

Hoover, 82 years old, did not 
attend. He was represented by 
his son, Allan, New York, 
businessman. 

Lewis L, Strauss, chairman 
of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, gave the dedication talk. 

uss Was one of Hoover's 
secretaries when Hoover served 
as President in 1929-32. 

The blacksmith shop is a re 
production of the shop operated 
by Hoover's father, Jesse, when 
Hoover was a boy. It is fully 
equipped with a forge and an- 
hammer and other tools. 
It is in Hoover Birthplace 
park, also the site of Hoover’s 
boyhood home, preserved as a 
shrine. 

Hoover lived here a 
as a boy. He has 
twice in recent years, to vice 
serve his eightieth and seventy- 
fourth birthdays. Hoover now 
lives in New York City. 


CRASHED SHIP STILL 
AFIRE, BEING TOWED 


BREST, France, rance, June 20 (UP) 
—The smouldering hulk of the 
wrecked tanker Stony Point was 
taken in tow by a Dutch tug 
off here today and pulled 
slowly toward the English port 
of Falmouth. 

The tug Thames got a line 
aboard the 10,500-ton tanker 
more than 24 hours after the 
Stony Point collided with the 
9345-ton Greek freighter Ioan- 
nis in a crash that took 14 lives. 

Both ships burst into flames 
after the collision early yester- 
day but the Ioannis was able 
to limp into Brest under its 
own power. 

The tug pulling the Stony 
Point was restricted to a speed 
of two knots because of the 
danger that the wind would fan 
the blaze aboard the disabled 
tanker, 

Rescue vessels from five na- 
tions picked up 64 survivors, in- 
cluding First Engineer J. Tay- 
lor and Chief Mechanic James 
Triff, both of the Stony Point. 
Taylor and Triff were the only 
Americans involved-in the 
wreck. 

The 4l-man crew of the 10,- 
500-ton tanker — a United 
States-built, Greek-owned, Ital- 
ian-manned vessel of Liberian 
registry—abandoned ship a few 
minutes after the crash. 

The collision was tragically 
reminiscent of last year’s sink- 
ing of the Italian liner Andrea 
Doria, after a collision with the 
Swedish liner Stockholm off 
the United States Atlantic coast. 

The two cargo vessels, the 
Stony Point heading into the 
English channel and the Ioannis 
outboard, reached the “sailors’ 
graveyard” off Ushant Island in 
a fog. 

Radar on the tanker picked 
up the approaching Greek ship, 
and Capt. Mario Cappaletto 
ooeneae a warning blast on his 
foghorn. Moments later, both 

ps altered course—each into 
the Ray path, 

a ong a Point was rammed 
ami yg tal of crude 
oil from thie Middle East splat- 
tered over the two vessels and 
caught fire. 

Most of the crewmen of the 
two ships escaped the fire to 
face a new danger from the sea 
itself. Many survivors floated 
for hours before being picked 
up. The dead jncluded nine sea- 
men from the Ioannis and three 
from the tanker. .

SENATE AGREES 
TO HOUSE BAR ON 
MINERAL BUYING 


WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP) 
— The Senate gave in to the 
House te crnggy 5 yg agreed to 
the deletion m a supple- 
mental money bill of all min- 
erals subsidy and flood insur- 
ance funds. 


The Senate then passed the 
$85,669,925 compromise meas- 
ure and sent it to the White 
House. It carries funds for 
about 50 Government agencies, 
some of them completely out of 
nd even to meet their pay- 
rolls. 


Biggest item in dispute be- 
tween the two branches was 
$30,000,000 for minerals pur- 
chases to aid west- 
ern mining companies. Most of 
this was to be used for tung- 
sten, although purchases of as- 
bestos, fluorspar and colum- 
bium-tantalum also were in- 
volved. 


Big Fund for VA. 


Biggest item in the bill is 
$65,000,000 in readjustment 
benefit funds for the Veterans’ 
Administration. The VA had 
notified Congress it was out of 
money for such benefit pay- 
ments, 


Also included were $11,500,- 
000 in disaster farm loan funds, 
$26,000,000 in farm ownership 
loans funds and $4,000,000 for 
emergency range conservation 
programs. 

Among the agencies receiving 
funds which had notified Con- 
gress they had no money to 
meet their payrolls were the 
Railroad Retirement Board and 
Commodity Credit Corporation. 

The Senate passed and sent 
to the House a bill to tighten 
congressional control over the 
civilian atomic power program 
of the Atomic, Energy Commis- 
sion. | 

Under the legislation, the 
AEC would be required to ob- 
tain authorization from Con- 
gress’before using its appropri- 
ations to construct non-military 
reactors, except those of a small 
research character. 


Similarly, it must get author- 
ization prior to providing assist- 
ance to private companies un- 
der its co-operative program 
for developing atomic power.

Rubber Tile 
Suitable for 
Outdoor Use

N the past few years the use 
[ct resilient flooring materials 

—linoleum, asphalt, vinyl and 
rubber tile, etc, have spread to 
every room in the house. 

In fact, in many homes the 
only spot yon didn’t find these 
types of floor coverings were on 
outside porches and terraces and 
the only reason for this was that 
there just wasn’t any type of 
resilient flooring that would 
stand up for very long when 
exposed to the weather. 

Well, now it seems that there 
is a kind of synthetic rubber tile 
that can be used on outdoor 
jobs and which does stand up to 
the wear and exposure. 

These tile look just the same 
as the tile used for indoor use 
and they are applied in much 
the same fashion but with a 
waterproof adhesive. They have 
good resistance to . scratching 
and to and will take 
heavy outdoor furniture without 
damage. Aside from being able 
to take exposure from the 
weather and the sun without 
fading or cracking, they also 
have a high resistance to stain- 


ing. 

Outdoor synthetic rubber til 
can be used on concrete terraces, 
patios, walks and similar installa- 
tions. 

One thing to remember about 
these tile is that they, like most 
smooth materials, will tend to 
become slippery when wet. or 
this reason some method should 
be employed either to protect 
the surface from rain or to keep 

le off the surface until it 
is so that there won't be 
any chance of someone slipping 
and taking a fall.
